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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Request for Continued Examination filed on 1 1/1 8/2005 has been entered. 

2. Upon entry of the Request for Continued Examination, the amendment and written 
response filed on 1 1/18/2005 has been entered. 

3. Claims 1, 12, 21, 23, 25 and 28 have been amended. 

4. Claims 22, 24, 30, 31 and 32 have been cancelled. 

5. Claims 1-21, 23 and 25-29 are pending. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed on 1 1/18/2005, with respect to claims 1-21, 23 
and 25-29 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-21, 23 and 
25-29 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1-21, 23 and 25-29 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. Independent claims 1, 21 and 25 all define a feature of analyzing hybridization 
information through use of a rate algorithm comprising detecting high gene 
expression levels, detecting low gene expression levels, and relating said gene 
expression levels with patient family history to determine a likelihood of 
developing a specific disease. This feature in combination with other features in 
claims 1,21 and 25 is not taught or suggested by the art of record. 

b. Claims 2-20 are dependent upon Claim 1 . 
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c. Claims 26-27 are dependent upon Claim 25. 

d. Independent claims 23 and 28 both define a similar feature of diagnosing a 
probable physiological condition by analyzing data through the use of artificial 
intelligence, which comprises application of a rate algorithm adapted to detect 
changes between the stored proteomics parameters and a generated proteomics 
profile by detecting high protein levels, detecting low protein levels and relating 
the protein levels with patient family history to determine a likelihood of 
developing a specific disease. This feature in combination with other features in 
claims 23 and 28 are not taught by the art of record. 

e. Claim 29 is dependent upon claim 28.
